This 
has meant/ that the government has flaia to the 
railroads what, otherwise the industries would 
have had to pay, adding the amount to the cost 
ot production of their products. 
Nearly 6,000,- 


000,000 marks have been paid in the last year 
as subsidy to the telephones and telegraphs. Here 
again the industries arc spared a cost by virtue 
o£ its assumption by the government.
